4. Fee for commercial vehicle (excluding vehicles plying under National 
permit) registered in the district where the fee plaza falls shall be 50% 
of the prescribed rate for that category of vehicle provided no service 
road or alternative road is available for use of such commercial 
vehicles. 

5. Mechanical vehicles which is loaded in excess of permissible load 
specified for its category under the rules, shall be liable to pay fee at 
such rates which is applicable for the next higher category of the 
vehicles and shall not be entitled to make use of the highway section 
unless the excess load has been removed from such mechanical 
vehicle. 

6. All definitions including category of mechanical vehicles, its 
permissible load, category of exempted vehicles, service road, 
alternative road etc. shall be as per definitions specified in the rules. 

7. The fee rates shall be displayed for information of the users in 
accordance with rules 12 of the said rules. 

8. The fee rates shall be revised annually in accordance with the rule 5 
of the said rules. 

9. The estimated capital cost of the project is Rupees 286.69 Crores
